‘DEEP CREEK MINES. 

These mines were ere first made known 
through the discoveries of Messrs. Kins- 
ley and Kelly, discharged soldiers from 
the 2d Cavalry California Volunteers, in 
September, 1864. At this time the dis- 
trict, known as the ‘‘Kinsley District,’ 
was organized, but no work of any con- 
sequence was done until the following 
year, when some men commeneed work 
apon a copper mine, which has proved 
exceedingly rich. There are numerous 
mines of this class in the district, w hich, 
in the future, will be very valuable,—the 
ore being worth $380.00 per ton in San 
Fy ancisco. 
course, regarded as the most important 
at the present timne, and, judging from 
specimens in our possession, they are 
second to none in richness in the Terri- 
tory. The result of fifteen assays made 
by Mr. Hartzline, of Egan Caiion, from 
the croppings of the “Emmet” ledge, 


gave all the way from $50. to $250. in 


silver and $9. to $23. in guld per ton. 
Messrs. Kinsley atid O’Dougherty & Co. 
are running a tunnel into this ledge, 
working night and day. 

Fifty ledges have been located, and 
‘“‘prospected” tu a limited extent; shafts 
having been sunk upon them from 5 to 
45 feet in depth; the most of the latter 
work, however, has been done in order 
t»secure the claims in conformity with 
the laws of the district. Fifteen miners 
have .worked here through the winter. 
Among the principle ledges are the “Em- 
met,’ 3 feet wide; ‘‘Logan,” 3 feet; and 
“Wisconsin, 
from 6 inches to 3 feet in width at the 
surface, and, as far as they have been 
developed, increase in width downwards. 

Deep Creek is about 185 miles west 
from Salt Lake City, on the Overland 
Mail Line, and the principle mines are 
about 33 miles from Deep Creek Station, 
on what is known as the vld Emigrant 
Road. Wood is plentiful at the mines, 
but water, sufficient for mill purposes, is 
from 5 to 8 miles distant. 
fine spring of good water close by, suffi- 
cient of culinary purposes. 


But little has been “talked,” hitherto, | 
in relation to these mines, yet our infor-
